store the other day we were suprised at 
the statement that the 
English 
male 
brushes, of whlcn they m ise a specialty, 
passed through fonv-twu hands belord 
completion. We had heard of second hauJ 
tooth brushes, but when it c»ine down to 
forty-two bauds, we dido’t believe it, but 
the documeuts were brought out showing 
the process by which they were made 
First the boues are cut into strips by a 
Circular saw, aad pass to mea who plane 
them somewhat smooth, ready tor shaping 
machines, which giye the profile of the 
brush only. Other men smooth the sur­ 
face, 
and 
take off 
the 
angles 
left 
by 
the 
machinery. 
The Land lea 
are 
then 
steeped tor twenty-four 
hours in a chemical bath to cleanse them, 
then boiled till all stains are removed. 
Then they are put in a revolving cylinder 
and thus smoothed and polished further. 
Then the polish is made still more brilliant 
by holding them on revolving discs of 
stout felt, covered with a preparation to 
help the finish. 
The handles are then 
dried, earned to the sorting room, where 
the various shapes aud qualities are select 
ed, then sent to the drilling room, where 
various lathes, revolving at about 4,000 
revolutions per minute, pierce the holes, 
and an ingenious machine, by one stroke 
cats the four tunowa in the back of the 
brush. They are cow ready for the bris 
ties to be drawn into them, which Is done 
by experts, who qnfckly and securely fas­ 
ten them with small brass wire 
An ex­ 
aminer then inspects each brush, and 
they 
pass 
into 
the 
finishing 
room, where the Bmali pieces ot wire are 
laid down, and the backs or grooves filled 
in with a colored composition. They then 
pass into another room, where a still high­ 
er polish is given the handles. After care 
Ini washing, they are dried, and the bris­ 
tles cut smooth 
by a very ingenious 
machine, and the handles are given a final 
tarnish, with clean leathers and powder 
capable of producing a high finish. Ex­ 
aminers inspect each brush, sort them 
according to quality, and pass them to the 
tampers who put the trade mark on the 
undies. Then they are packed ready tor 
ihipment. It is no wonder that the Eag­ 
ist! made tooth-brushes rank so high, and 
ire so sought for, and Prentice & E venson 
Lave a large supply of them that have 
massed through all the processes named 
bove, No wonder they arc good.

The game law bus been amended by the 
Legislature in some important particulars. 
The material change is lo bection 4565 of 
the Reviled Statutes, which has been so 
amended as to cover shooting from blinds^ 
etc. The section as now amended reads a* 
lollowe: 
“Any person who shall take, catch, bill, 
destroy or wound any woodcock, prairie

pivot or swivel gun, or any fire-arm other

floating b »x ot similar device, or from any 
fixed or til ii Ii cl ai Blind or ambush located 
in open water outside or beyond the 
natural cover oi reeds, canes, ll »g or wild 
r.c •, ol any lake, river, bay or luiet, or at­ 
tempt so to do, or wh‘j snail lake, destroy 
or nave in his possession the eggs, or wan­ 
tonly disturb or molest the nesting place of
